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Field Day is a ham radio picnic, a campout, a practice for emergencies, an informal contest and, 
most of all, FUN! The American Radio Relay League (ARRL) Field Day is the single most 
popular on-the-air event held annually in the US and Canada. On the fourth weckend of June of 
each year, more than 35,000 radio amateurs gather with their clubs, groups or simply with 
triends to operate from remote locations. 


It is a time When many aspects of Amateur Radio come together to highlight our many roles. 
While some will treat il as a contest, other groups will use the opportunily to practice their 
emergency response capabilities. It is an excellent opportunity to demonstrate Amateur Radio to 
the organizations that Amateur Radio might serve in an emergency, as well as to the general 
public. For many clubs, ARRL Field Day is one of the highlights of their annual calendar. 


The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club Field Day activity will be located at Heather Farm Park 
at 301 North San Carlos Drive (at Ygnacio Valley Road) in Walnut Creek, on Saturday, June 
22, beginning at 11:00 AM, to Sunday, June 23, ending at 11:00 AM.

ARRL Field Day is one of the biggest events in North American amateur radio. It runs 
around the clock from start to finish on the fourth weekend of June every year. More than 
35,000 radio amateurs gather with their clubs, groups and friends to operate from remote 
locations. This year Field Day happens on June 22 and 23, 2019. 


The objective of ARRL Field Day is: 


“To work as many stations as possible on any and all amateur bands (excluding the 60, 30, 
17, and 12-meter bands) and to learn to operate in abnormal situations in less than optimal 
conditions. Field Day is open to all amateurs in the areas covered by the ARRL/RAC Field 
Organizations and countries within IARU Region 2. DX stations residing in other regions 
may be contacted for credit, but are not eligible to submit entries.”
